Carpenter 
Wasn't Tired

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fin. (AP) 


—Astronaut Malcolm Scott Car- 
penter says he did not become 
confused or tired during his third 
orbit' of Uie earth—but was pre- 
occupied with many tasks. 


This personal account contra- 


dicted a report from an official 
at the Hawaii station that Car- 
penter seemed tired, perhaps con- 
fused,

Major Crimes 
Fewer/FBI 
Report Says 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Fewer 


major crimes were committed in 
Little Rock the first three months 
of 1962 than were committed dur- 
the same pe'iiiod, in 1961,, on so a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Crime Report showed today.. 


But while major crime declined, 


minor offenses shot far ahead of 
last year's figures, the report 
said.

Three murders or non-negligent 


manslaughters, four forcible rapes 
and 24, robberies' were committed 
the first three months of 1961. 
During the same period this year 
two murders, one forcible rape 
and 1,8 robberies were recorded, 
the report said. 


In his report, FBI director J. 


Edgar Hoover pointed out that 
crime in American cities showed 
a one per cent increase over the 
same period in 1961. 


Hoover called attention to a 29 


per cent increase in the number 
of murders committed in cities 
with populations between 250,000 
and 750,000. 


Cities with approximately the 


same populations showed fewer 
major crimes than Little Rock in 
most instances.

More Highway Aid 
Is Predicted 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Highway 


Director F. R. Oliver said Satur- 
day he expects Arkansas to re- 
ceive an additional $1.2 million in 
federal highway funds during the 
next fiscal year, 


Oliver said the state is- on 


schedule in its use of such funds, 
ranking second behind South Da- 
kota, 


He said the additional funds 
lave been allocated for the 525 
mile Interstate Highway system 
in the state. 


Total highway construction in 


the state during the next fiscal 
year is expected to reach $68 mil- 
lion, including the amount paid 
by the state, Oliver said. He said 
during the fiscal year starting 
July 1, Arkansas will have a total 
of $52.8 million in federal funds 
for Interstate, primary and sec- 
ondary roads. 


About $50 million of this would 


go for the Interstate System, Oli- 
ver said, about $10 million for 
primary and $8 million for sec- 
ondary roads.
